— James  J  Sweeny  was  arraigned  in  the 
Quarter  Sessions  this  morning  to  plead  to 
and  indictment  charging  him  with  man¬ 
slaughter,  in  casing  the  death  of  Fireman 
Henry  Whitham  in  an  accident  on  the 
Greenw«iod  Lake  Railroad  at  Upper  Mont¬ 
clair  on  Sune  17.  Sweedy  pleaded  not 
guilty  and  was  held  for  trial  in  the  sum  of 
$1.5*  )0. 

The  Delaware,  Lackawana  A  Western 
Railroad  Company  has  declared  its  regu¬ 
lar  *j  11  arte  rly  dividend  of  1  3-4  per  cent., 
payable  October  28th.  It  is  reported  that 
the  profits  of  the  company  for  the  year 
ending  October  1st  are  equal  to  about  11 
upon  the  stock. 

— Passaic  Is  considering  the  advisability 
of  abolishing  the  Voluateer  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  and  substituting  a  paid  one.  The 
expense  would  be  about  the  same  as  now, 
it  is  thought,  and  the  management  of  the 
firemen  by  the  city  would  be  much  easier, 
the  authorities  having  recently  experi¬ 
enced  some  of  thp  difficulties  oecasioual- 
encountered  with  a  volunteer  organize 
tion.  It  is  estimated  that  fourteen  men, 
two  engines  and  a  truck  would  be  sufficient 
for  the  ueeds  of  the  city. 

— T  he  Orange  police  are  looking  sharp- 
after  those  saloon  keepers  who  are  vio¬ 
lating  the  ordinances  either  by  selling 
without  a  license  or  selling  on  Sunday. 
The  good  effect  of  this  action  of  the  police 
markedly  noticealble.  Sunday  in  Or¬ 
ange  is  now  a  quiet  day,  and  the  number 
of  drunken  men  on  the  streets  is  a  very 
small  one.  Marshal  McChesney  is  deter¬ 
mined  to  continue  the  warfare  as  long  as 
there  is  a  single  violation  of  law,  and  in 
this  has  the  hearty  support  of  all  good 
itizene. 

It  is  understood  that  the  effort  to  re¬ 
duce  the  legal  rate  of  interest  in  New 
Jersey  from  6  to  5  per  cent,  la  to  be  re¬ 
newed  at  the  coming  session  of  the  Leg¬ 
islature.  For  eight  years  past  a  bill  of 
this  character  has  made  Its  appearance 
at  Trenton,  and  of  late  it  has  been  class¬ 
ed  in  the  disreputable  catalogue  of  "pinch 
legislation.”  In  the  upper  agricultural 
counties  the  5  per  cent,  reduction  is  made 
an  issue  in  the  legislative  contest,  the 
farmers  strongly  demanding  it.  Several 
times  the  bill  has  passed  the  Lower  House 
but  it  always  falls  in  the  Senate.  Corpo¬ 
ration  and  banking  influences  have  been 
sti  ong  enough  to  defeat  It  in  that  body. 
The  farmers  are  large  borrowers  from  the 
banks,  aud  hence  their  desire  to  reduce 
the  legal  rate.
